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This is in response to applicant's correspondence filed 14 August 2008, which is being 
treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.181 to withdraw the holding of abandonment. No petition 



On 24 September 2004, applicant filed international application PCT/JP2004/0 13922, 
which claimed priority of an earlier Japan application filed 24 September 2003. A copy of the 
international application was communicated to the USPTO from the International Bureau on 3 1 
March 2005.
